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LOCATION 


Kamp Kanawana is 45 miles from Montreal on the Canadian Pacific 
Railway to Ste. Agathe. Campers get off at Piedmont and are driven six miles 
into the foothills of the Laurentians to the Camp site on Lake Kanawana. 

The Camp authorities will only arrange for boys to be conducted from 
Moitreal on Wednesday, June 21st, and each Saturday following. Campers 
leave by the 7.30 a.m. (Standard time) train from Place Viger Station. 


EQUIPMENT 


Camp will be divided into Junior and Senior Sections with separate 
activities, only coming together for meals in the large new Dining Pavilion. The 
tents are provided with high and dry wooden floors 

In rainy weather a large lakeside Pavilion takes care of the campers and 
provides accommodation for entertainments. 


A new Hospital building has been erected which assures comfortable quar- 
ters for any slight cases of illness.

Lemuel P. Ereaux will be Camp Director. He comes to Camp with

Shawbridge boys are the present holders of the 
Cup which is competed for yearly. They were success- 
ful in winning the J. Earl Birks Trophy for the first 
series of meets. 


WOODCRAFT 


Kanawana is a chartered tribe in the Woodcraft 
League of America. The campers, as Braves, meet in 
the Lodges around the Council Fire. Tribal affairs are 
dealt with and afterwards woodcraft games are played. 
Opportunity is given to the boys to earn Coos (Coups). 


NATURE STUDY 


Speakers on such topics as Bird Life, Trees, 
Rocks and Minerals, Butterfles, will give instruction, 
ur boy to swim. illustrated talks and conduct expeditions during the 

course of the summer.

City clothes are put aside until his return to town. A boy can be comfort- 
able in camp with his toilet articles, two warm blankets, sleeveless, trousers and 
running shoes.

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BOXES FROM HOME 


The receiving of boxes from home is discouraged. Experience has taught 
that “midnight feeds’ are detrimental to the health of the campers. 


VISITORS 


Are welcome at Kanawana but the staff would be pleased if notice of in- 
tended visits be sent some days in advance. Transportation arrangements may 
be made at the Y.M.C.A. Branches. Limited accommodation for mothers may 
be had at the neighbouring farmhouses. 


REGISTRATION 


Any boy over 12 years of age may attend, provided he has the written 
consent of his parents and has been examined by his physician. Membershi» in 
the Association which is covered by a special fee, if necessary, is prerequisite. 
Application should be made immediately to the ats Work Secretari.s at any 
Y.M.C.A. Branch in the City.
